Media ignore Hate Crimes against White Britons, 


while giving massive coverage to similar crime 


against a non-white victim 


ONE victim. of a racial. attack by. a group of four men is treated 
for knife wounds sufficiently minor for him to be allowed to 
leave hospital within a couple of days. The story of his and his 
girlfriend’s ordeal then becomes big news, with massive cover- 
age in the national papers, TV and radio. 


Another lone victim of a ra- 
cial attack, this time by a gang 
of up to 17 youths shouting rac- 
ist abuse, is so badly beaten 
with an iron bar that he spends 
several days in a critical condi- 
tion in intensive care. 

His head injuries are so bad that 
surgeons won't even consider 
seriding him home for more than 
a week. The story of his nearly 
fatal experience of multiracialism 
makes the front page of the local 
paper, but doesn’t receive a sin- 
gle word of coverage in the na- 
tional media. 

The two attacks took place within 
just ten days of each other and in 
the same part of the country - the 
West Midlands. The first victim, 
aged 28, gave journalists a useful 
‘human interest’ angle on account 
of being a talented long-jumper 
and going out with a potential

member of Britain’s Olympic team. 
The second victim, aged just 16, 
gave journalists a useful ‘human 
interest’ angle on account of being 
a popular 6’3" ‘gentle giant’ who, 
in addition to being a keen member 
of the Air Cadet Corps, had been 
considering joining the police force. 

So why did the victim of the first - 
far less serious - attack get all the 
media coverage, while the second 
attack was covered up by the na- 
tional press?

ZIMBABWE is close to anarchy as the 
ruling black elite has ordered the ‘takeo- 
ver’ of 600 white-owned farms by squat- 
ters. Now a church-organised march for 
peace has been attacked by 200 black thugs 
armed with iron bars and pickaxe handles. 
Whites were singled out and beaten as the 
campaign to ethnically cleanse the ‘multi- 
racial’ country of whites intensifies. 

President Mugabe has given his support to 
the occupation of the 600 farms in an effort 
to deflect attention from the catastrophic fail- 
ure of his economic policy, and to pay off 
cronies who keep him in power.

“Anyone who wants to deny us the land 
of our forefathers will have to fight us, and 
we are ready for that fight,” he told a rally 
of the Zimbabwe National Liberation War 
Veterans’ Association. 

The Foreign Office has drawn up plans 
for the mass evacuation of British nation- 
als. A sense of panic is evident in the doz- 
ens of whites applying for passports at the 
British High Commission, where additional 
consular staff have been brought in to help. 
Most of the 60,000 
white Zimbabweans 
are of British descent, 
although only 25,000 
are thought to hold 
British passports. 

In Zimbabwe the 
British community is 
too large for the kind 
of airborne rescue op- 
erations that have 
saved European ex- 
patriots in countries 
such as Zaire. The 
most obvious escape 
route would be over- 
land into South Africa, 
but as this is now an- 
other black country 
trying to rid itself of its 
white inhabitants, the 
signs are that South 
Africa will try to block 
any whites coming 
into the country. 

But get out of Zimbabwe they probably 
will have to. Agrippa Gava, the director of 
the Liberation War Veterans’ Association, 
whose 50,000 members are spearheading 
the farm land seizures warned of impend- 
ing civil war. 

“We have a history of fighting for our 
land,” he said. “We have reached a point 
of no return.” 

He has also sent a letter to the Queen urg-

“Professional, well-organised and 
successful’ - that was the verdict 
from everyone attending the Brit- 
ish National Party’s national Gen- 
eral Members’ Meeting early in 
March. About 300 activists from 
every part of the British Isles met 
in a superb conference venue in 
Milton Keynes. 

The first part of the meeting was 
taken up by constitutional amend- 
ments. These covered three main 
areas: the BNP’s principles; finan- 
cial accountability, and providing 
a system of checks and balances 
to help ensure continued sound na- 


tional leadership. 

The fine-tuning of the principles 
section makes explicit the party’s 
commitment to protecting and en- 
hancing the democratic process, 
and to bringing the failed multira- 
cial experiment to an end through 
negotiation and consent rather 
than by compulsion. The section 
of the constitution dealing with 
party financial arrangements was 
changed to provide the account-

Following a debate about a pro- 
posed amendment, and a counter 
amendment put from the floor, the 
revised constitution was adopted 
by unanimous vote of all those 
present.
